THE NEW ELECTRIC LINE 


May be Bef nn This Spring According to In- 


formation From Stockholders' Meeting. 


Tbe twin cities of Dennison and 


Uhrichville are liable to seek a divorce 
from each other over a little episode. 


A scheme by which the twins have 


turned a sharp trick on the state of 
Ohio has been uncovered and one of 
the sisters will have to reach down in 
her pocket and hand out $2,388.50. 
With well known sisterly affection 
each wants the other to "cough up." 
The trouble is all over a little territo- 
ry tbat each has annexed to herself 
but which each is now trying to an- 
nex to the other. 


State Auditor Guilbert has discov- 


ered that every year since 1880 each 
corporation has returned the names 
of children, whose homes are on the 
disputed land, in their school enu- 
meration and have each received every 
year proportionate amounts from the 
itate common school fund. In 1882 
Dennison incorporated the land in 
question but now it develops that it 
was never legally detached from the 
limits of Ubrichsville, so tbat the res- 
ident school children on the strip 
have been doubly enumerated each 
year until the allowance from the 
state school fund is overdrawn $2,- 
388.50. Now that one town or tbe 
other must pay this surplus back into 
the state treasury there is a scramble 
between them to squirm out of the 
ownership of the disputed strip of 
and. 


The state auditor will refuse to 


turn over the school money to the 
;owns until they have arrived at some 
conclusion as to who shall have the 
territory and who shall refund the 
money.

DOWN WITH THE SHIP 


Over One Hundred Persons Are 


Recorded Missing:. 


DETAILS OF GOLDEN GATE HORROR. 


Waters Reluctantly Giving Up the 


Victims of the Disaster Time Over* 
Whelmed the 
•. aseeuger Steamer 


Kin de Janeiro — Prominent Peuple 
Aiuoug the Dead. 
San Francisco, Feb. 23.—Over 120 


persons are believed to nave been 
drowned when the Pacific mail steam- 
er City of Rio de Janeiro foundered as 
the result of striking upon a rock 
while entering the Golden Gate in a 
dense fog. Some of the bodies have 
-been recovered. 


Among the most prominent passen- 


gers was Mr. Wildman, former United 
States consul at Hongkong, who was 
accompanied by his wife and two chil- 
dren. It is thought all were drowned. 
The ship was in command of Pilot 
Frederick Jordan when she struck. 
He was rescued. Captain William 
Ward went down with his vessel. 


As nearly as can be learned there 


were 201 people on board the Rio de 
Janeiro, as follows: Cabin passengers, 
29; second cabin, 7; steerage (Chinese 
and Japanese), 58; officers and crew, 
107; total, 201. Saved, 79. 


The wreck lies about three-fourths 


of a mile south of Fort Point and 
about 1,000 yards off the rocky shore. 
The smokestack and a portion of the 
upper works of the ill-fated steamer 
are visible. 


The Rio de Janeiro was three days 


overdue from Hongkong via Honolulu 
when: she arrived off the Heads, and 
the dense fog prevailing at the time 
Induced Pilot Jordan to bring her to 
anchor until he could see his way 
clear through the gateway. The ves- 
sel was started under a slow bell to- 
ward Point Bonita. All went well un- 
til she struck. Most of the passengers 
were below at the time, and it is be- 
lieved that many 01 them were drown- 
ed in thejr berths. 


Tugs were immediately dispatched 


to render any service that might be 
needed,but no living person was afloat 
when the tugs reached the wreck. A 
number of. drowning people were res- 
cued by Italian fishermen. 


'Wild; Rush For Life. 


All accounts show that the officers 


gave the necessary orders with the 
least possible excitement. 
Captain 


Ward, who was on deck when the'ves- 
sel struck, gave orders to the crew on 
watch to hurry the passengers to the 
forward deck. At the same time the 
quartermaster on duty sounded the 
signal for fire drill, and within five 
minutes all the men were at their 
stations. There was no way of know- 
ing the extent of the damage to the 
vessel, as she' remained on an even 
keel for 15 minutes after striking the 
rock. But Captain Ward, with the in- 
stinct of long experience, knew the 
gravest danger threatened 200 souls 
in his charge, and, pacing the deck, 
he gave orders to lower the lifeboats 
and rafts. 


There was not much confusion until, 


15 minutes after striking, the bow of 
the vessel suddenly plunged under 
water. Thpn there was a wild rush 
for the boats. Two boats had already 
been lowered and others were getting 
away as rapidly as the trained discip- 
cine of the crew could prepare them. 
A thick log enveloped everything, and 
as yet no sign had come from the life- 
saving stations. Darkness was all 
about, and with this added horror the 
people on the Rio had to cope. One 
boat got clear of the vessel without 
damage. 


Another boat, containing Third Offi- 


cer Holland and J. K. Carpenter, got 
away, but was drifted around close up 
under the bow of the steamer. As the 
forward end of the vessel plunged 
"downward the prow caught the small 
boat and cut it in two. Carpenter was 
picked up by the other boat The fate 
of Holland is not known, but he is 
supposed to have perished. 
, 


A number of Italian fishermen who 


were just starting out saw the sinking 
of the Rio and hastened to give all the 
assistance in their power. 


Captain Ward's Heroism. 


While all this was going on Captain 


Ward was directing the passengers 
and trying to keep them from panic. 
He succeeded only partly, as many of 
the terrified people rushed to the rail- 
ings and jumped overboard. Some of 
these were picked up, others were 
drowned. The Chinese crew, to the 
number of over 100, were terrorized. 
Some of them huddled in little groups, 
chattering in fear. Others crouched 
close to the deck, moaning pitifully. 
Many Jumped into the sea. 
Captain' 


Ward remained on deck until the ves- 
sel hp?l settled to such an extent that 
the water was engulfing him. Then 
he went up on the bridge and from 
there continued to issue his directions. 
He was 38 years old. 


The cargo of the Rio de Janeiro was 


valued at over $500,000. There was 
besides $600,000 in treasure in the spe- 
cie tank. The steamer itself was val- 
ued at from $650,000 to $700,000. 


The Rio carried in all 200 bags of 


mall from China, Japan and Hawaii. 
Five bugs of newspapers are among 
the rescued sacks.

New York, Feb. 23.—The Atlantic 


transport steamer Maniuette, Captain 
Gates, arrived from London more than 
four days late. She lost two blades of 
her propeller during the voyage and 
was towed 522 miles by her sister ship 
Manitou. Captain Gates reported that 
the Marquette experienced a succes- 
sion of strong winds and gales nearly 
all through the passage. All on board 
were well. 


Jury Disagreed. 


New York, Feb. 23.—The jury in the 


second trial of Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy, 
under indictment for the murder of 
Dolly Reynolds, disagreed and the ac- 
cused is again in the Tombs. Any 
motion to admit the doctor to bail will 
be opposed.

The postmaster general of Victoria 


announces tliat tlie tender of tlie Tele- 
graph Construction and Maintenance 
company of London has been accepted 
for laying tlie Pacific cable. Tbe cost 
will be £1.705,000 ($8,735,367), the in- 
stallation and surveying will cost £204,- 
300 ($992,700), making the total cost of 
the cable vlien completed £1,999,000 
($9,728,133). 
The cable is to be completed and in 


working order by July 31, 1902, provid- 
sd the company is allowed to start lay- 
ing the Australian section first. The 
'Aastialiau section comprises cables 
from the New South \Vales and New- 
Zealand coasts to Norfolk island and 
thence to Fiji. The other section will 
bo from Fiji to Fanning island and 
thence to Vancouver, British Columbia. 
When completed, it is anticipated this 
cable will materially reduce the exist- 
ing charges to the United States. Late- 
ly The Age of Melbourne gave some in- 
teresting details about the cable which 
will bring Australia so much closer to 
the United States- 


"The route decided upon is from Van- 


couver via Fanning or Palmyra island. 
Fiji and Norfolk island, with branches 
from the last named station to Auck- 
land, New Zealand and Queensland. 
The length of the cable over this route 
would be, allowing 10 per cent for 
'slack' actually used, 7,»S6 nautical 
miles—viz, Vancouver to Fanning is- 
land, 3,561 miles; Fanning island to 
Fiji, 2,093 miles; Fiji to Norfolk is- 
land, 9C1 miles; Norfolk island to 
New Zealand, 537 miles, and Norfolk 
Island to Queensland, 834 miles. Some 
1.900 soundings over 500 fathoms in 
depth have been made, -which relate di- 
rectly to the route along the bed of the 
ocean, the greatest depth being 3,200 
fathoms, but the general average much 
less. 
"It is estimated that with the use of 


650 pounds of copper and 400 pounds of 
gutta percha 1,940,000 words might be 
transmitted in a year. Great Britain 
arid Canada have agreed to defray five- 
ninths of the total cost, New Zealand 
one-eighth and New South Wales, 
Queensland and Victoria have pledged 
themselves to contribute the remainder 
between them. 
"As to the revenue to be derived 


from the cable, it is anticipated that 
the returns for the first year, on a 
tariff of 2s (49 cents) a word, will be 
£109,807 ($534,376) and that by the 
fourth year of its working the cable 
will become a paying concern. It has 
been proposed to charge 3s. (73 cents) a 
word for messages right through—that 
is, crossing Canada and the Atlantic, 
in addition to the Pacific—and 2s. (49 
cents) for the Pacific cable section."

Dr. Shepard sold $3.500 
worth of ten from his farm at Pine- 
hurst Gardens, S. C., in 1899, and for 
Sfrue he received $1 a pound. 
Dr. 


Shepard gives it as bis opinion, based 
on experience, that good tea can be 
grown in his section of South Carolina 
for 15 cents a pound and that such tea 
will bring from 30 to 50 cents a pound 
on the-market. He says an acre in tea 
properly attended to will bring 400 
pounds. The entire expense of the crop 
will not be over $GO at the outside, 
leaving a profit of from $60 to over 
tlOO an ncrf.
